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Negro Employee 
Of Store Blocks 
Daring Robbers 


Comes to Rescue of Man 
and Woman and Helps 
Drive Assailants Away. 


Prompt action by Will Kimbrough, 
negro, of 291 Piedmont avenue, late 
Saturday night probably saved Mr. 
and Mrs. Max Kramer, who were be- 
ing held up by two negroes, from 
being robbed of a considerable sum 
of money, and kept the man from 
receiving a severe beating at the 
hand of the highwaymen. 

According to reports given police, 
the storekeeper had closed his store, 
located at 132 Forrest avenue, and 
accompanied by his wife, was walk- 
ing towards his home down Forrest 
avenue. They were suddenly con- 
fronted by two negroes who demand- 
ed all their money. When Kramer 
offered resistance, the men jumped 
on him and began beating him. 

Kimbrough, who works at the 
Store, and who was following the 
couple, then took part in the fight, 
attacking the negroes, who had 
forced Kramer to his knees, al- 
though he was desperately fighting 
to protect himself. Kimbrough 
hurled one .of the assailants from 
him, almost rendering him uncon- 
scious and then ‘turned his atten- 
tion to the other assailant. 

The arriva] or ®pedestrians, at- 
tracted to the scene by noise of the 
scuffle, then frightened the men 


away. As they left, one of them 
shot at the negro rescurer, but miss- 
ed. Kramer was badly bruised, but 
was not seriously injured. 


THREE AIRPLANES. 
FALLIN VIRGIN 


Fear for Safety of Five 
Men as Bomber Burns' 


After Crash to Earth in 
Thunderstorm. . 


Charleston, W. Va., September 3.— 
Five army fliers fell in a big bomb- 
ing plane near Poe, Nicholas coun- 
ty, West Virginia, late today. No 
word has been received at army 
headquarters here as to the fate of 
the men. They were Lieutenants 
Speck, pilot, and Fitzpatrick, ob- 
server and three enlisted men, 

Their machine was seen by army 
fliers in two other bombers to go 
into a spin atid crash to the ground. 
One of the other machines flew low, 
located the sgene of the accident and 
found the bomber in flames with its 
tail pointing upward. Severa] au- 
tomobiles were observed in the vi- 
cinity. The exact place where the 
accident occurred is not known here. 
The fliers who witnessed the fall, 
judged from their maps that it was 
near Poe. 

The planes started from the land- 
ing place here for a flight to Lang- 
ley Field, Va. East of here they ran 
into a thunderstorm and a few min- 
utes later one machine fell. Anoth- 
er continued on and landed at See- 
bert, W. Va., about 100 miles east 
while the third bomber returned and 
landed near here. 

Army officers tonight were mak- 
ing every effort to learn what hap- 
pened to the five missing men. 
They have enlisted the citizens near 
Poe to start out searching parties 
to find the burned plane. 

The two planes that landed safely 
will resume their flight to Lang- 
lye Field tomorrow. 

TWO WRECKED

Two government airplanes of the 
DH-4-B type were wrecked ngar 
this city late today while attempt- 
ing to land for gas. Une was com- 
manded by Lieutenant Goodrich ahd 
carried Sergeant Dildinene as a pas- 
senger, the other by Lieutenant 
Liebhauser. 

No. one was injured. The plane 
piloted by Lieutenant Goodrich 
crashed when it struck a small ditch 
extending. field. ‘at Johnstown, 
near heres he lafiding gears, mo- 
tor and part of the body of the 
machine being damaged. 

Lieutenant Liebhauser’s machine 
attempteda landing in a field near 
Harper and crashed. It immediate- 
ly catight fire and was destroyed.

They 
fost their bearings in a fog yester- 
day morning and landed at Moores- 
burg, Tenn., resuming their flight 
this morning but without sufficient 
fuel to carry them to their destina- 
tion.

Portable Buildings and 
Renting of Residences 
Will Not Provide for 

“Overflow of Pupils. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
URGED BY SUTTON 


Only Validation of Bond 
Issue to Relieve Conges- 
tion— Enrollment Raise 
to Be 3,000. 


Thirteen portable school  build- 
ings with combined seating capac: 
ity of 1,040 pupils will help to re- 
lieve the congestion when Atlanta’s 
public schools open on September 12. 
In addition rented rooms in resi- 
dences and other buildings will aid. 

But in spite of these -provisions 


Superintendent of Schools W. A. 
Sutton said Saturday that he does 
not see how the Increased enroll- 
ment over last year can be cared 
for without still resorting to double 
sessOns in some schools. 

The enrollment -increase at the 
opening of the term this fall will 
be approxmately 3,000 over the num- 
ber of pupils attending school at 
the close of the spring term, when 
the attendance was $2,682, 

' Seating tickets have been issued 
to 20,506 white children in the gram- 
mar schools; more than 10,000 negro 
children, and 4,500 students in the 
higir schools, exclusive of the ‘night’ 


schools. One hundred new teachers} 


have been employed. 
Pat All in School. 


A reason why the increase this 
year is reaching above the normal 
yearly average is the fact that the, 
superintendent has enlisted the aia 
of practically every civic and sociai 
organization in Atlanta to find the 
children who are not in school and 
bring -their cases to the attention 
of_the sehool department. The help 
of the civic bodies in this respect 
has been the means of bringing 
several hundred children into the 
schools who would have been per- 
mitted by their parents to remain 
out for various reasons. 

Mr. Sutton estimates that Atlanta 
has been Josing $5,000,000 a year be- 
cause of this very neglect in the 
past, basing his figures on the earn- 
ing power of a youth with an aver- 
age education against the illiteracy 
of one who has failed to receive the 
educational advantages the city’s 
schools afford free. 

Eleven of the portable  school- 
houses are to be erected as annexes 
at white grammar schools. Two 
each will be built at Grant Park, 
Lucile Avenue and Greenwood 
schools, and one each at English 
Avenue, Meador-Goldsmith, Wil- 
liams Street and Inman Park 
schools. 

To Rent Residences, 


The location of the negro por- 
table schools has not yet been de- 
cided upon. The finance commit- 
tee of the board of education has 
authorized the rental] of a number 
of vacant residences to further as- 
sist in handling the overflow in the 
negro schools. 

Tha board has ordered 1,400 new 
desks and other equipment to be 
installed by September 12, 

Double sessions and overflow con- 
ditions will be banished when the 
bond issue is validated and the 
$4,000,000 for new schoo) buildings 
and‘equipment becomes available. 

It was announced at the offices 
of the city schools department Sat- 
urday that through the efforts of 
the principals and that of the super- 
intendent of schools, it is hoped to 
make transfer arrangements that 
will be satisfactory to every parent 
of a pupil who-could not be seated 
in the nearest school. 

Hundreds Transferred. 


Last year hundreds of children 
were transferred and again this 
year, when the enrollment is approx- 
imately 3,000 greater, it was neces- 
sary to issue transfers to 2,200 
pupils. 

The method of transfers has been 
as follows: When more children se- 
cured tickets to a schoo] than there 
were seats for their accommodation, 
a survey of the enrollment in the 
surrounding schools was made, then 
with map and directory the school 
clerks went through the overcrowd- 
ed grade and transferred them to 
the nearest schoo] in which room 
could be found. 

Parents are asked by Superintend- 
ent W. A. Sutton that where they 
feel the transfer of their child is 
undesirable, to take up the matter 
first with the principal of the 
schoo] to which the child has been 
transferred on the opening day, 
September 12. Then, if adjustment 
cannot he made, the office will hear 
the case.

French Member Says the 
Proper Place to Discuss 
League Modifications Is 
Washington. 


Geneva, September. 3.—(By the 
Associated Press.)}—The extent to 
which the Washington conference. 
in November occupies the attention 
of those participating in the work 
of the league of nations here was 
demonstrated today during the dis- 
cussion of disarmament and amend- 
ments to the covenant, while hope 
of satisfying the United States on 
mandates was reflected in _ the 
council’s consideration of the Amer- 
ican reply to the principal powers 
on that question. 

The note from Washington was 
not officially’ before the council. 
but the representatives of. Great 
Britain, France and Italy have the 
text of the note, the substance of 
which was known to the whole 
council, and after reviewing the 
main features, all agreed that prog- 
ress had been made toward a sat- 
isfactory settlement. 

The Washington conference was 
refererd to by M. Noblemaire, the 
French delegate to the amendments 
commisison, who took the ground 
that revision of the pact should 
be discussed in Washington with 
the representatives of the United 
States before anything should be 
done to prejudice the question. The 
however, decided to pro- 
ceed with the consideration of the 
amendments.

Statewide. Review Shows 

Increase in Acreage of 
Practically All Crops 
Save Cotton.

While Georgia cotton wes being 
ravaged by boll weevils this sum- 
mer, diversified farming and the 
establishment of marketing facili- 
ties for these crops have progressed 
to such a remarkable extent that 
the revenue from these products, 
added to the increased price cot- 
ton is now bringing heralds a most 
prosperous fall for the state. 

This announcement was made 
Saturday night by Commissioner of 
Agriculture J. J. Brown and John 
S. Dennee, a~ricultura] statistician 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, in conjunction with 
valuable reviews of the situation 
received by The Constitution from 
Dractically all sections of the state. 

AS an indication of the great ben- 
efit the south has received through 
the recent adyance of seven cents 
ber pound in cotton, one has only to 
consider the fact that the crop of 
his year and surplus of 1920 now 
have a value of approximately $1,- 
070,000,000, an jncrease of about 
$405,006,000. 

This year’s yield of 7,037,000 bales, 
is valuéd’in rownd figures, at $595;- 
000,000.. Georgia's 827,000 bales, as 
estimated by the recent federal re- 
port, would bring approximately 
$70,000,000 toW, an inerease of- aboin 
$25,000,000, The hold-over crop ts 
not considered in these last figures, 
The state would find itself in a 
wonderful financial] condition if the 
quotations should range around 
‘twenty-one or twenty-five cents a 
pound, 

The dispatches to The Constitu- 
tion evinced a spirit of general op- 
tirhism toward financial conditions 
this fall, showing that crops other 
than cotton have played an import-

Washington, September 3.—An 
unfortified boundary line more than 
3,000 miies long between the United 
States and Canada is the best tes- 
timony that the world grows wiser 
and better. President Harding said 
in a letter today to be read at the 


memoration of more than a cen- 
tury of uninterrupted peace between 
America and t Britain. 

The portal, to be dedicated Sep- 
tember 6, on the international line, 
was. conceived by Samuel Hill, of 
Seattle. In recognition of the sig- 
nificance-of the occasion the presi- 
dent wrote Mr. Hill as follows: 

“The ancient Romans erected a 
temple to Janus, a dispenser of 
peace and war, and ordered that its 
gates should never be closed while 
the nation was at war. In seven 
centuries they are said to have been 
closed but three times. You have 
erected a temple of peace, whose 
Sates are never to be closed save 
in war. Already it stands for more 
than a century of unbroken peace 
between Britain and America, and 
we all join in the hope that in com- 
ing times it may commemorate an 
era of peace much longer than the 
period of wars for which the tem- 
ple of Janus stood.

Riga, September 1.—(By the -As- 
sociated Press.)—A plague of worms 
is the latest Russian calamity in 
the government of Simbirsk, the 
heart of the Volga famine region. 
An official Moscow wireless dis- 
patch says that in the Ardatoy dis- 
triet of Simbrisk, a swarm of worms 
has appeared and has devoured al) 
vegetation. The district land de- 
partment has sent an agriculturist 
to aid in fighting them. It is be- 
lieved the worms are a variety of 
caterpillar, rivalling in destructive- 
ness the grasshopperése and locusts 
which destroyed the larger part of 
the poor crops in some of the other 
famine-stricken sections of Russia. 

American food is continuing to 
move into Russia from Riga speed- 
ily.

The official bolshevist Rosta 
agency tells of extensive epidemics

Government supervision of air 
traffic along the lines of rail and 
Water regulation was recommended, 
he said, by a committee of experts 
of the war. navy and other depart- 
ments to increase the safety and 
the more efficient development of 
the new method of transportation. 

Enactmet of enabling legislation, 
Mr. Hoover indicated, would proba- 
bly result in the creation of a bu- 
reau of aviation charged with the 
eforcement of the rules of air trav- 
el similarly to the activities of the 
bureau of navigation in connection 
with water carriers. 

Federal control of civilian air- 
plane operation would greatly re- 
duce the hazards of fiying, accord- 
ing to an analysis of aircraft acci- 
dents prepared by the Manufactur- 
ers’ Aircraft association. Govern- 
met regulation, the association de- 
clared, would insure provision for 
adequate inspection, proper landing 
fields. charted air routes and na- 
tion-wide weather reports adapted 
to the needs of flyers. 

Despite the lack of flying regu- 
lations, the association asserted 
there had been only forty serious ac- 
cidents during the first six months 
of the year among the 1,200 com- 
mercial aircraft which flew a total 
of 3,250,000 miles between January 
1 and June 30, 1921.

method of operation are satisfac- 
‘ory to the Fourth National bank 
and to the inspector of the Atlanta 
Federal Reserve bank. Preference 
will be given to warhouses organ- 
ized and bonded under the United 
States warehouse act, it is said. 

All cotton must be fully covered 
by specific insurance policies in ac- 
ceptable companies, with a _ loss 
clause either payable to the Fourth 
National bank or the customary 
clause payable to any bank by 
which advances have been made on 
the product 

Anotner provision is that a cer- 
tificate of grade issued by an 
agent of the Fourth National bank 
must be furnished with each loan. 

Bank’s Announcement. 

The announcement of the officers 
of the bank in regard to the plan 
is in part as follows: 

“It is the consensus of opinion 
of those who have studied the situ- 
ation, and it has ween given careful 
consideration by the Federal Re- 
serve bank and by governmental 
agencies, that the dumping of the 
crop this year during the ginning 
season would be injurious, not 
only to the cotton planter, but to 
our entire section. The lack of ex- 
port demand and the conservative 
“hand to mouth” buying of or 
American mills couid have no other 
effect on the market than to de- 
press it, unless some assistance is 
offered to the producer, whereby his 
cotton may be marketed in an or- 
derly manner over a_ period of 
months to correspond with the -de- 
mands of the. buyers. 

“The Fourth National bank rea- 
lizes that it is the desire of most 
merchants, banks and -other busi- 
nesses who extend liberal credits to 
the farmer, to collect their debts as 
early as possible this year and, in 
turn, liquidate their own liabilities. 
This bank also realizes that the 
bulk of the cotton crop is raised 
in those agricultural sections where 
the resources of the banks are de- 
pendent to a large extent on a suc- 
cessful harvest, and t r ability to 
finance a large amount of cotton is 
therefore limited. 

“In order, therefore, to assist in 
the financing of an orderly market- 
ing of the crop, and also, to assist 
our customers and clients in secur- 
ing a liquidation as early as pos- 
sible, we have devised a plan to 
lend money to the producer of cot- 
ton under certain conditions which 
are set forth in the enclosed folder. 
It is not our intention to limit the 
size of the loans extended and we 
are offering our facilities to the 
planter who produces one bale as 
well as to the one ho produces 
many. While we will make these 
loans direct to the planter who is 
the customer of our correspondent 
bank, it is not our desire to com-. 
pete or interfere with the local 
bank’s business. We ask, therefore, 
that applications be forwarded 
through you, and while you will 
not be required to indorSe the pa- 
per, it is expected to you will 
recommend the loans offered. 

Not fer Speculation. 

We are lending this money at 7 
per cent to the planter not for spec- 
ulation but to enable him to sell 
his cotton at various times when 
favorable market conditions will 
warrant its absorption. While we 
have designated the time on these 
loans as four months, in the event 
the planter desires to dispose of his 
cotton previous to maturity, he will 
be allowed to do so and interest will 
be rebated at the rate of 5 per cent 
for the unexpired time. 

“We candidly believe that’ the 
plan we have outlined will, if util- 
ized, assist in doing two things; 
first, help you collect at an early 
date your outstanding receivables 
by providing the planter with 
money forthis purpose, and, second, 
that it will hold from the market at 
the ginning season the surplus cot- 
ton, which would depress the price, 
especially this vear when normal 
conditions are lacking and allow it 
to be marketed in an orderly man- 
ner.”

Out of many attempts to organize 
and perpetuate recreational camps 
for ex-soldiers -subsequent to the 
world war, there is only one which, 
as far as is known, has survived.

Within its confines are more than 
100 tents and 300 residents, with in- 
terest constantly growing in the 
camp and weekly the number of res- 
idents swelling. Camp McElroy was 
established by the 1,200 federal 
trainees in Atlanta, ex-service men 
who were partially disabled im the 
world war and who are, for this 
reason, undergoing vocational train- 
ing and rehabilitation at the expense 
of the national government.

A little city has sprung up 
near Lakewood. The men, wounded 
in body but not in spirit, having be-

|Germany to Send 


BuildingSupplies 
ToFrench People 


Paris, September 3.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The delivery to 
France by-the German government 
of seven billion gold marfts worth 
of building material within three 
years is provided for by the recent 
agreement between Louis Louchetr, 
French minister of the liberated 
regions, and Walter Rathenau, Ger- 
man minister of reconstruction, the 
c<tails of which were made public 
today. 

This transaction will be handled, 
by two companies, one to be oOr- 
ganized by Germany and the other 
by France, each tobe under gov- 
ermment control, but to allow par- 
ticipation by some private capital. 
The German cOmpany is to look 
after the assembling of material or- 
dered by the French companies at 
the shipping points. Transportation 
and delivery by the German com- 
pany at suitable terminals and on 
Suitable dates also is provided for, 
the payment to be made to the 
manufacturers out of German gov- 
ernment bonds issued especially for 
this purpose. The French company 
will take the materials thus deliv- 
ered and sell it in the open market 
exclusively for rébuilding northern 
France. The French government, 
according to the terms of the agree- 
ment, will take care not to cut 
prices below a reasonable competi- 
tion with private interests which 
hitherto have been strongly oppos- 
ed to Germany’s supplying material 
to the detriment of French manu- 


facturing firms, 

It is considered likely that the 
agreement will meet with some crit- 
icism when it comes yp for ratifi- 
cation by the French chamber of 
deputies. It is generally believed 
that the German government lead- 
ers will argue that the Louwcher- 
Rathenau agreement is strongly for 
the national ‘interest, because it 
will enable Germany to meet its 
reparations payments largely by 
materials instead of being obliged 
tc find cash securities in foreign 
markets on a falling exchange rate. 

Herr Rathenau’s main argument 
was that if Germany were coOmpell- 
ed to continue cash payments un- 
dre the same international exchange 
conditions as those she encounter- 
ed while paying the first billion 
marks, she would be forced inevit- 
ably to default, probably not later 
than next July. The mark, which 
has already decreased in value 
simce the recent London agreement, 
is likely to fall to a point where 
it will have no more exchange value 
abroad, it was argued by Herr 
Rathenau.

“On Road to Prosperity.” 

Athens, Ga.. September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Declaring that the boll wee- 
vil hag in a ! e measure been re- 
sponsible for the solution of the 
cotton situation in Georgia and 
throughout the south and predict- 
ing that in another year diversified 
farming would take on even creat- 
er dimensions, J. Warren Smith, 
vice president of the Georgia Na- 
tional bank, expressed the belief in 
an interview Friday morning that 
the whole country is On the road 
to real and permanent prosperity. 

Mr. Smith is of the opinion that 
the reduction in the cotton acreage 
in the south and the amended war 
finance act will go a long ways in 
shaping the future. prosperity of 
the south. For the next several 
vears. the cotton acreage will con- 
tinue to be cut, according to Mr. 
Smith. resulting inf a greater diver- 
sitv of farming and a greater pros- 
perity, for the south. ‘ 
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_ While the movement for nation- 
wide marketing of melons and 
sweet potatoes is comparitively 
new, the Georgia peach has lon 
been famous on the northern and 
eastern markets, but it was not 
until last year that the marketing 
of the fruit was really brought 
down to a fine point and only to a 
state of perfection this year. 
Georgia peaches during the sea- 
S0n just closed, came as near be- 
ing marketed pérfectly as it is pos- 
sible to do so. Using the offices 
of the Georgia Fruit exchange, the 
growers were »s le to pick their 
markets and by so doing obtain 
the pest prices available. One les- 
s0n was learned by peach growers 
this year and that is already re- 
Sulting in thousands of peach trees 
of the early bearing varieties be- 
ing cut down to make way for later 
varieties. 

The growers have found that the 
early varieties are of such poor 
quality and glut the market to 
such an extent that by the time the 
later and finer varieties come on 
the prices and demand have dimin- 
ished until there is very little profit 
In what should be the best revenue 
producer of the entire crop. An- 
other year will see the early va- 
rieties reduced to a minimum. 

Of all the new crops in Georgia, 
that of tobacco has probably had 
the most phenomenal! growth. Five 
years ago there was little or no 
tobacco raised In Georgia. Today 
when one drives through south 
Georgia he can see tobacco drying 
kilns on all sides and during the 
height of the tobacco season buy- 
ers from the other larger tobacco 
markets of the country throng the 
towns through the local Delt and 
enegage in the keenest competition 
for the output. 

From Tobacco alone, Georgia is 
now deriving a revenue that if it 
keeps pace with development of 
the last five years will make those 
who are growing it almost entirely 
independent of cotton.

In Transaction.

Macon, Ga.. September 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—While all of south Georgia 
is feeling the effect of the advanc- 
ing price of cotton, due to the rav- 
ages of the boll weevil, and a sma!! 
crop, farmérs generally are far from 
being disheartened while there is 
a noticeable advance in business 
transactions. ~ 

Several years ago there was a 
persistent cry of “hog and hominy,” 
accompanying which was an appeal 
to Georgia farmers to get away 
from the all-cotton idea. Gradually 
throughout south Georgia that cry 
has been heard, but the results have 
not stopped at pig and ground corn. 

It might have stopped there had 
not the boll weevil arrived with his 
ruthless campaign. spreading a 
blight over fertile fields and mak- 
ing it necessary for the men who 
till the soi] to use their gray mat- 
ter. How well they have used it 
can readily be seen in the transfor- 
mation of south Georgia from an 
all-cotton section to what is now 
well on the way to the chosen posi- 
tion of the rarden spot of the world. 

Tobaeco Crop. 

Cotton fields that only a few 
years ago produced from one to two 
bales of cotton to the acre are now 
giving up high-grade tobacco. which 
exceeds by several] times the value 
of the cotton formerly raised; sweet 
potatoes that have no equal in the 
world and which are becoming as 
well-known on the national market 
as the famous Georgia peach, and 
watermelons and cantaloupes, the 
like of which no other state in the 
union has been able to produce. 

And with all of this Georgia—at 
least that portion of it south. of 
Macon—has just begun. “What care 
we if the bol! weevil wipes out our 
cotton?” is becoming more and more 
the sentiment of south Georgia 
farmers. 

It was an eaSy matter to urge

Colquitt County. 


Cotton is still the chief money 
erop in Colquitt, according to The 
Constitution’s Moultrie correspond- 
ent. This is the county which took 
the lead in placing the live stock 
industry on a firm basis in Georgia 
when it erected the largest packing 
Plant in the southeast. Since the 
erection of this plant, the county 
has not been wholly dependent on 
cotton. 

‘Diversification was practiced fn 
the Moultrie territory this year 
more generally than ever before, 
and if the prices of corn, peanuts, 
Syrup, hogs and sweet potatoes hold 
at thelr present levels, business this 
fall should be good, those who have 
studied the situation declare,” the 
correspondent stated. 

“Moultrie long ago learned that 
there was no need to preach diver- 
sification until markets were es- 
tablished and for that reason Moul- 
trie is now known as the ‘market- 
Place of Georgia.’ 

“There is a creamery here, with 
a capacity of more than 2.000 gal- 
Ions of mthk a day; 
elevator, the largest meat packing 
plant in the southeast. a big sweet 
potato curing house’ in fact, an es- 
tablished market for almost every- 
thing that is grown in this county.” 
Better Markets. 

Crop diversification “which haa 
been practiced on an e.:perimental 
scale in Clarke county for the past 
two years, will be exploited on a 
commercial basis in 1922, stated 
Hugh Rowe, editor of The Athens 
Herald-Banner. To make this pro- 
Sram a success, plans have been 
completed to build large commer- 
Clal sweet potato warehouses, grain 
elevators and cold storage houses. 

“A 25 per cent reduction in cot- 
ton acreage in Clarke has been di- 
vided among corn, sweet potatoes, 
hay and small grains, with proba- 
bly double the county’s former acre- 
age of truck gardening,” said Mr. 
“Ample markets exist in 
Athens for the production in ~ht 
for this year, but its aggregate 
will not amount to any considera- 
ble figure. 

“For this and possibly next fall 
cotton will be relied upon for the 
county’s cash provider. The boll 
weevil is beine fought vigorousl-. 
Fifty poison dusting machines are 
being operated in the county and 
$0,000 pounds of poisons, costing 
around $4,000, have already been 
purchased by the cotton growers of 
the county.” 

Small Cotton Crops. 

Burke and Laurens were two of 
the largest cotton growing counties 
in the state severa] years ago, each 
making strong efforts every year 
to surpass the other. This year re- 
ports from Burke indiaate that 15,- 
000 bales will be raised there. In 
Laurens, the crop will be much 
smaller. ' 

Following the program of diver- 
sification, a large acreage in Burke 
was planted in watermelons, tobac- 
co and beans and shipped upon be- 
ing harvested. Next year one farm- 
er will plant 300 acres in cucum- 
bers, another 200 acres in aspara- 

us, while a third will have over 

000 in oats and wheat this fall, 
followed by peanuts, velvet beans 
and peas in the spring. 

The storage capacity of the sweet 
potato warehouses totals 50,009 
bushels. The Chamber of Commer7ze 
of Waynesboro is attempting 
to erect a tomato cannery. A grain 
elevator is now receiving produce. 
Hogs and cattle are raised on a 
large scale. The sweet potato grow- 
ers are organized, and next year 
will be in a better position to mar- 
ket their product advantageously. 

Laurens Moves Forward. 

“It is more than refreshing for 
the business man to sit down at 
night and figure on the m:~v things 
that this county has that she might 
not have had, had not there been 
certain forms of agitation and pro- 
motion work along the line of di- 
versified farming and marketing fa- 
cilities for the past seven years. [n 
fact, this ay started a program 
in 1914 which is just now reaping 
the full fruits of her efforts,” said 
Secretary N. G. Bartlett, of the Dub- 
lin and urens County Chamber 
Commerce, in discussing conditions 
in his county. “No reforms are 
brought about overnight, and neoi- 
ther can the Georgié counties ex- 
pect the one-crop system to be 
eliminated within two years or even 
four.

y. 
“A movement ts on foot now which 
is being sponsored by the Dublin 
chamber of commerce to organize 
the entire Twelfth district into 
the Twelfth District Development 
association, which will have for its 
purpose the same things at a lo- 
cal commercial organization; to de- 
velop the resources of the district, 
Meetings are now being held in 
the various counties and the perma- 
nent organization will be perfect- 
ed in Dublin on September 9 when 
all the counties will send repre- 
sentatives to form the permanent 
organization. A field secretary, for 
part of his time will. be employed 
to look after the interests of the 
various counties, and an effort will 
be made to organize a local unit in 
every county in the district to 
work with the district-wide organ- 
ization,” said Mr. Bartiett.

In Dougherty county about five

for the feeling of confidence now 
so evident in that section, accord- 
ing to H. T. McIntosh, editor of the 
Albany Herald. 

But an equally important factor 
contributing to the better feeling 
is the fact that the food and for- 
age crops have turned out splen- 
didly. While there was too much 
rain for the best results with cot- 
ton it gave this county the largest 
corn crops in its history, and the 
peanut yield will be one of the 
best per acre ever raised. 

The forage crops are now being 
cut and will be important from a 
financial standpoint. with many 
farmers. With the money coming 
in from sweet potatoes, hogs and 
pecans added to that received for 
the other crops, Dougherty county 
farmers are able to see a successful 
year’s operations, and the feeling 
here is one of real optimism.

BRYSUN TAKES CHARGE 
UF VETERANS’ BUREAU 


As a result of passage of the 
Sweet bill, which was signed by 
President Harding on August 9, an- 
.nouncement was made Saturday by 


M. Bryson, acting manager of the 
organization for government serv- 
ice to veterans of the world war in 
the Fifth district, that the various 
departments handling’ different 
phages of ‘this work had been merg- 
ed and would henceforth operate 
under one department, to be known 
as the Upited States Veterans’ 
bureau. 

The Sweet\bill, the principal fea- 
ture of Which provides for the de- 
centralization of all work in refer- 
ence to disabled soldiers, is said 
to have been primarily responsible 
for the radical chanve in reorzani- 
zation of the various departmental 
activities and subsequent merger 
into the one central body. 

In future, according to Mr. Bry- 
son, all ratings and awards for com- 
pensation will be handled. direct 
through.the district office> The 
fifth cistrict. with headquarters in 
Atlanta,. embraces five southern 
state, and will be under Mr. Bryson, 
who was formerly’ district vocas 
tional manager. His headquarters 
will continue in Atlanta. 

In this district there are approxi- 
mately 1.100 men taking the courses 
of training provided in the bill. In 
additian this district will handle 
about 3,000 hospital cases and 6,000 
vocational training cases. |: a 
estimated that the department’s 
activities will entail a total dis- 
bursement of about $1,500,000 a 
year, exclusive of the costs of voca- 
tional training to students. 

Mr. Bryson is a native of Ten- 
nessee, a graduate of Columbia uni- 
versity and a lawyer by profession. 
He served “overseas” during the 
world war and upon his return to 
this country actively became engag- 
ed in duties with the vocational 
board. He came to Atlanta in 1918 
as district vocational manager, 
prior to which time he was a mem- 
ber of the board of appeals in 
Washington, D. C

Bestion that a building in memory 
of the men of the national guard 
who have served in the wars of 
the United States and dedicated to 
the use and advancement of the 
national guard be erected in Wash- 
ington by contributions “from their

New York, September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Baseball averages are not al- 
ways to be depended upon, accord- 
ing to President John Heydler, of 
the National league. The circuit ex- 
ecuitveis not fathering a movement 
to do away with the statistics of 
baseball, but he unburdened himself 
of this opinion in a recent fanning 
bee when he said, among other 
things: “‘Entirely too much de- 
pendence is placed in averages, both 
fielding and batting. I think aver- 
ages are a good thing, but we must 
not overlook their shortcomings, 
either. For instance, a player 
might do well on one ball park, yet, 
on another appear as a rank failure 


in the big show. Ball parks are 
bound to differ, in spite of all the 
magnates cando tomake them unl- 
form, but the baseball bug and 
many managers and magnates do 
not stop to take these things into 
consideration.”

The statutes of the United States 
forbid the use of the flag in regis- 
tered trade-marks, 

The national salute is one gun 
for every state. The international 
palute is. under the law of nations, 
' twenty-one guns, 

In handling the flag it should not 
be allowed to touch the ground, and 
never allowed to lie upon the 
ground as means of decoration, nor 
should it be laid flat with anything 
placed upon it. 

When the flag is flown at half- 
etaff as a sign of mourning it 
should be hoisted to full-staff at 
the conclusion of the funeral. In 
placing the flag at half-staff, it 
should first be hoisted to -the top 
of the staff and then lowered to po- 


aition. 

Whenever our flag and any other 
are hoisted on the same staff, the 
Star-Spangied Banner must float 
from the top. In the heart of ev- 
ery American citizen the American 
flag must have the first and high- 
est place—must be supreme. 

The military ceremony ob- 
served to show proper respect for 
the American flag requires that the 
flag shall not be hoisted before 
sunrise nor be allowed to remain uP 
after sunset. At “retreat,” at sun- 
sét, civilian spectators should stand 
at “attention” during the play of 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner. 
Military spectators are required by 
regulation to stand at “attention 
and give the military salute. Dur- 
ing the playing of the _ national 
hymn at “retreat” the flag should 
be lowered but not then allowed to 
touch the ground. When the flag 
is passing in parade or in review 
the spectators should, if walking, 
halt, and, if sitting, arise and stand 
at “attention.” 

The flac should never be placed 
‘below a person sitting. 

When two American flags are 
crossed, the blue fields should face 
each other.

tional flag in the world. It repre- 
sents liberty, and liberty means 
obedience to law. 

The arrangement of the stars on 
the flag is regulated by law and ex- 
ecutive order. An executive order, 
issued October 26, 1912, provided for 
forty-eight stars to be arranged in 
six horizontal rows of eight stars 
each, 

General Washington once de- 
scribed the flag by saying: “We 
take the stars from heaven, the red 
from the mother country, separating 
it by white stripes, thus showing 
that we have separated from her, 
and the white stripes shall go down 
to posterity representing ‘liberty.’” 

The field of the flag is the stripes, 
the union is the blue and the stars. 
The colors of the flag are red, 
representing valor; white. repre- 
senting hope, purity and truth; blue, 
representing loyalty, sincerity and 
justice, and its stars represent high 
aspiration and federal union. The 
flag is known as “Old Glory,” 
“Stars and Stripes,” “Star Spangled 
Banner” and the “Red, White and 
Blue.”’ 

Three Flags Fly Night and Day. 

Over only three buildings in 
America does the national flag fly 
officially night and day continu- 
ously—over the east and west 
fronts of the nationg] capito] and 
over the adjacent house of repre- 
sentatives and senate office build- 
ings. The two emblems over the 
capitol (storm flag size) are re- 
placed every six weeks, the wear 
and tear, due to wind and rain, be- 
ing excessive, 

Over the 
representative wings of the capitol 
the flags fly only while those bodies 
are in session and during a retess. 
At adjournment, either at the end 
of a day’s work or for a session, 
they are lowered. 

When the Stars and Stripes float 
from the flagstaff of the white 
house from sunrise to sunset it is 
indicative of the presence in Wash- 


ington.of the president.

“Our club came into being,” writes Mrs. Winter, “because we got 


something out of a group that no one can get alone—something- that 
we all crave—companionship, friendship, the wisdom that comes from 
many minds, che inspiration that springs from contact of mind with 
mind, the e7ficiency that results from combined effort. 

“The federation is a long step forward in the same direction, with 
a hundred times multiplied efficiency. 

“There are big tasks lying before women—tasks that need such 
wisdom as we get from combined study, tasks that need the altruism 
we get from working together, tasks that need the energy we get. from 
combination of effort. We want homes where the big things are made 
big and the little things are made unimportant, where children can be 
well born and joyous and grow up to noble citizenship, where the 
family income is made to serve the highest family interests, where 
there are vigorous American bodies and minds. We want. communities 
that are extensions of the home. 

“We cannot get these things unless we all work together. We 
must put them into daily intercourse and into politics. And when you 
have got them in your town and home you have helped to make your 
nation 100 per cent American. 

“Do not be isolated. Join the other women who are in the midst 
of things.” 

This deeper note of a nation-wide outlook, in distinction from the 
circumscribed horizon of localism, is sounded also by the general feder- 
ation director for Georgia, Mrs. Samuel M. Inman, in a letter she is 
addressing this week. to all the clubs in Georgia through their presi- 
dents. 

Reminding the club wamen of the approaching visit of Mrs. Winter, 
when she attends the state meeting in Savannah, Mrs. Inman writes: 
“Will the Georgia federation give her a real southern welcome by 
joining the General Federation of Women’s clubs? I may seem very 
insistent, but this is vital to you, your club and your state. I am more 
impressed than ever with the necessity of all the clubs being a part 
of the General Federation of Women’s clubs. I call your attention to 
Article 3, Section 3, and Article 5, Section 8, Georgia federation by-laws. 

Mrs. Inman calls the attention cf the club women to the federation 
news supplement, which the recent national council considered 60 
important that volunteer contributions were called for from the floor 
to print copies enough to send broadcast and bring all the clubs and 
club women in closer touch with the general federation. 

“Do you realize,” continues Mrs. Inman, “that your club is recelv- 
ing inspiration and direction from the general federation through the 
state federation? Do you realize that your departments of work— 
your general plan of work—originates in the general federation? Do 
you realize that your club should be one of the family and not an 
outsirer—a helper, a supporter, as well as a beneficiary. | 

“We have reached a critical period! We go forward or backward! 
Which will it be? It depends upon each woman—each club. 

“Our tendency in Georgia is to be local, self-centered, isolated. I 


appeal to your local, your state, pride.”

Bonded Debt 
Of the State. 


The bonded debt of Tennessee is 
$14,477,000. : ; Pte 

There is outstanding unfunded 
bonds amounting to $335,666.22, are 
held by the United States govern- 
ment awaiting a settlement /Of 
claimea between the state and fed- 
eral governments. The state of 
Tennessee has claims against the 
federal government that will off- 
set the amount of bonds the gov- 
ernment holds against the state. 

An act was passed by the legis- 
lature of 1905 barring all bonds 
issued prior to July, 1883, if not 


presented for furding before Janu- 
ary 1,.1$07. The bonds held by the 
United States government were ex- 
Seas from the. provisions of this 
act. 
In addition to the above, four 
hundred $1,000 old bonds of the state 
of Tennessee are deposited in the 
Fourth National Bank of Nashville, 
Tenn., amounting to $400,000. 
These bonds are made payable to 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
company. The Memphis, Clarks-

Washington, September 3.—The coming week will mark the seventh 
anniversary of the Battle of the Marne, the First Battle, to give it the 
name which distinguishes it from that second struggle, fought nearly 
four years later and within sight of the scene of the first. With each

war, but the most momentous decision reached on the battlefield since 
Napoleon failed at Waterloo, almost a century before. 

With the allied view of what happened in that struggle we have 
long been familiar, the respective roles of Joffre and of Gallieni, of 
Maunory, D’Esperey and Foch; about these there have raged, and will 
continue to rage, controversies over the measure of credit due the 


respective generals. 


The British share is variously estimated, but, 


despite these controversies we have long had the allied picture com- 


plete. 
were successes and where failures. 


Results Disastrous 


To Germans. 

By contrast we nave known until 
comparatively recently very little 
of the German view. The reason 
was obvious. During the war the 
German military leaders rigorously 
Suppressed the facts and denied the 
occurrence of the battle. To con- 
fess that the great general staff had 
led its vast hosts to a decisive de- 
feat in the second month of a con- 
flict still contiuuing was impossi- 
ble. It remained only to deny the 
battle, doctor the evidence, main- 
tain a firm front and ~*ek in each 
fortunate event followine the Marne, 
*3 relieve a ''ttle the injury done 
{in this terrible encounter. 

Thus we had, all through the war 
a German legend, constructed with 
care which in totality insisted that 
there had never been more than ad- 
vance guard fighting and that the 
German army had been withdrawn 
behind the Aisne in conformity with 
orders and for reasons of higher 
strategy. German soldiers and a 
German public believed that there 
had been a cholera epidemic in 
Paris, believed all sorts of absurd 
legends. Only slowly did the truth 
penetrate and then, only partially. 


Foch Moves; 


So does Maunory. 

But the war being done and the 
immediate effects worn off, we have 
had in recent months a veritable 
flood of German publications, com- 
ing from German generals, seeking 
to defend, justify, glorify their own 
share in military events and to ab- 
solve or excuse themselves from re- 
sponsibility for what all of them, 
with singular unanimity, discernible 
nowhere else in their polemics, con- 
cede to have been the battle which 
lost the war. And from these vo}- 
umes it is possible to‘ disengage the 
German view of what actually hap- 
pened in such @ way as to form a 
final judgment upon the history of 
the conflict. ' 

Briefly, then, what is the Ger- 
man view? We believed at first that 
the decisive element was the sudden 
sorti@ of Maunory’a sixth French 
army from the fortified area of 
Paris on the flank.of the first 
German army, (Von Kluck) which 
had avoided Paris and adventured 
rashly south of the Marne. We 
later listened to those who insisted 
that the Maunory thrust was par- 
ried cleverly by Kluck and the real 
event, the decisive blow was struck 
by Foch, commanding the ninth 
French army about the marstes of 
St. Gond, the battle of Fere Cham- 
As Foch’s star rose in the 
of the later conflict, his 
share in the victory of the Marne 
has been naturally expanded. 

Now what do the Germans say? 
Briefly thus: By the first of Sep-

German purpose, which had been to 
outflank all the allied armies and 
roll them up on the Swiss frontier, 
was modified to an effort to inter- 
pose between Paris and Joffre’s 
main forces. 

In this conception, indicated in the 
orders of the German general staff, 
that is of Field Marshal von Moltke, 
there was assigned to Kiuck § the 
duty of watching Paris, covering the 
right flank of the whole German 
hosts and in this mission remain- 
ing a day’s march behind Bulow’s 
second German army. Bulow was to 
aim for that French army which had 
been beaten at Charleroi and had 
retreated after its return co the of- 
fensive at Guise. The third German 
arpy (Von Hausen) was’ to move 
directly south, a day‘s march in ad- 
vance of Bulow. 

This conception modified again 
very quickly aimed at cutting off 
the field armies of the allies from 
Paris and rolling them back on the 
Swiss frontier, tnat !s, it was still 
a modified form of the original con- 
ception, the famous: Schiefflen en- 


velopment, of which Cannae is the 
classic example. But almost imme- 


diately it was abandoned for the fi- 
nal conception which was an effort 
to break the center of the allied 
front, extending from Paris to 
Verdun. This was the yltimate Ger- 
man directive, which,.go far as the 
German high command was concern- 
ed, dominated the battle of the 
Marne on the German side 


Kluck Forces 
Move Forward. 

But, already while the earlier 
conceptions were in force, Kluck 
had taken matters in hisown hands. 
Ordered to remain a day’s march 
behind Bulow, he found himself a 
day ahead and concluded that it was 
for him, not for Bulow, to cut the 
allies off from Paris. Hence, his 
famous march south of the Marne, 
which kept him a day ahead of 
Bulow. In all this time he and the 
general staff, itself, were ignorant 
of the conception of Maunory’s 
army in the fortified area of Paris, 
nor did either know of the existence 
of Foch’s ninth army. 

Kluck tells us quite frankly that 
that he believed at this moment all 
the German armies had been suc- 
cessful and were advancing irre- 
sistibly. In point of fact, as Kluck 
was to be informed later at a criti- 
cal moment, the whole left wing of 
the German hosts, the sixth and 
seventh armies, had been defeated 
and held before Nancy, the fourth 
and. fifth had been similarly held 
back about Verdun. Worse than 
this. Joffre had been ‘able to move 
troops from the east to the west. 
Ina word, general] headquarters had 
kept the army commanders on the 
right flank, where the decision 
must be had, in. complete ignorance 
of the true state of affairs and 
Kluck, who disobeyed orders, throws 
the blame on his superiors, who 
failed to inform him of the whole 
situation thus permitting him to 
take chances. 

We now approach the critical 
moment. It is September .5, in the 
afternoon: Joffre has already issued 
his t{mmortal order for the retaking 
of the offensive by all his armies. 
At this moment the German genera] 
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staff, on its side, issues its orders. 
Kliuck is to cover Paris on a front 
from the Oise to the Marne;-Sulow. 
from the Marne to he Seine: Hausen 
is to pierce the French center ad- 
vancing toward Troyes, the final ob- 
jective. In this moment Kliuck is 
warned that Jofffre has sent troops 
to Paris from the Nancy front. 


But at the hour Kiuck gets his or- 
dérs, four of his five eorps are 
actually south of the Marne, between 
the Seine and the Marne, not be- 
tween the Oise and the Marne. In 


fact Kluck's left wing is in front 
of Bulow’s right; Bulow is lagging 
behind, his roads blocked by Kiuck; 
Hausen is still north of the Marne, 
although his is to be the decisive 
blow. Moreover, and this is the 
significant fact, Maunoury’s§ ad- 
vance guards coming east from 
Paris have already struck the single 
corps left by Kiuck north of the 
Marne, where all and the first 
army should be. Thus at noon on 
September 5 the first shots of the 
battle of the Marne have been fired. 
British Army 

Closes in Gap. 

What happens is now clear, con- 
fused as it was in the past. At last, 
brought face to face with the facts, 
Kluck turns north. His fourth re- 
serve corps, fighting north of the 
Marne, along the west bank of the 
Ouroq, is immediately reinforced by 
the second and fourth active corps, 
hurried up in the night and day of 
September 6 and thrown in piece 
meal as they come into the field. 
Meantime his other two corps, the 
tenth and ninth, are turned over to 
Bulow for the moment. Between 
these two Corps:and the three now 
in the Oureq, Kluck throws in his 
Cavalry commander by that Mar- 
witz, who will force Pershing in 
the Meuse-Argonne to fill the gap. 

Into this gap comes the British 
army, close on the heels of the two 
corps gone north, elose enough to 
exchange shots. Meantime D’Es- 
perey’s fifth French army, 
commanded by Lanzerac at Char- 
laroi and Guise, attacks Kluck’s 
two feft corps, the third and ninth. 
now under Bulow’s command, as 
the rest of D’Esperey’s force and 
that of Foch attack the-balance of 
Bulow’s army and the right half of 
Hausen’s. 

The next day, September 7, Kluck, 
now facing all of Maunoury’s army 
and hard pressed, calls for his other 
two corps, which have been fight- 
ing with Bulow and against D’Es- 
perey. and off they g6 north by a 
prodigfous march, designed to en- 
able them to pass behind the whole 
of Kluck’s army and come. in on the 
west flank of Maunoury’s, envelop 
it, and cut it off from Paris, Kluck 
has already seen in his fight the 
egg phase of the whole strug- 
gle. 

But when Bulow’s releases 


Kluck’s' two corps then the gap be- 
tween himself and Kluck is widen- 


ed enormously, becomes a vast 
yawning chasm, thirty miles and 
more wide, into which the British 
army is pushing, not too mordantly, 
‘but steadily. Thus he has to draw 
back his own right to guard azainst 
envelopment—and this at the mo- 
ment .when Hausen, at last up to 
the point, is seeking to rupture the 
French front about Fere Cham- 
penoise. aided by Bulow’s two left 
corps, the Tenth and Guard. 
on September 7, Bulow has begun 
to retire his right.

Such, then, is the German narra- 
tive. The defeat was due to two 
Sets of causes. First of al] the in- 


vasion of East Prussia by the Rus- 
Sians led to the transfer of two 
corps and a cavalry division, near- 
ly a hundred thousand men, from 
west to east more than two weeks 
before the decisive battle. This 
transfer, denounced by all German 
eritics, Bernhardi most outspoken 
of all, was due to the Eperor’s per- 
‘sonal intervention and was against 
the wili of Moltke. The absence 
of these hundred thousand men, 
taken from Bulow and Hausen 
weakened the Germans at the de- 
cisive pcint. made pwussible'§ the 
gap, deprived Bulow and Hausen of 
all reserves. 
The second set of causes gives 
rise to endless dispute. Bulow’s 
Supporters, Moltxe’s champions in- 
sist that the ruin of the whole bat- 
tle was due Kluck’s disobedience 
of orders, his. rash push south of 
the Marne and his equally rash dash 
north with all his forces, when 
Maunoury sgeeme] about to harvest 
a supreme success because of the 
first blunder. In both instances 
Kluck paid noattention to the situ- 
ation of his colleague and only Bu- 
@0w’'s skill and courage in ordering 
a retreat actually saved the army 
of Kluck as well as the whole Ger- 
man host in France from final dis- 
aster, : 

Kluck’s champions, on the other 
hand, maintain that Bulow lost his 


nerve and retired too soon and by 
his infiuence upon Moltke and 
Moltke’s agent, Hentsch, procured 
the order tor the withdrawa,: ot 
Kiuch and Hausen from a field of 
prospective triumph. { But Moitke’'s 
associates deny that Hentsch ever 
had any authority to order Kliuck 
to retreat and that he denied every 
charge of having given such or- 
ders. ‘'djentsch-died during the, war 
and thus, like Moltke is out of 
court. 

Already there are an endless ‘list 
of dvooks upon this question Kluck, 
Bulow, Crusius-Baumgarten, spokes- 
man for Hausen, Hausen himself, 
ali have broken into print. Luden- 
dorff mentions the divergence of 
opinion but avoids the controversy 
by the blunt statement that he 
never was able to find out whether 
the order wrs issued too soon or 
not. He. plainly holds Moltke re® 
sponsible however, as certain ref- 
erences indicate. Hanotaux, to 
quote a French authority. insists, 
with documents, that Kluck had al- 
ready ordered his troops to dDegin 
their retreat before Hentsch arriv- 
ed. but this is to be questioned. 


What ie plain, however, is that

not even know of the beginning oO

Such briefly is the German navrra- 
tive, with certain assertions ‘chal- 
lenged. Bulow unquestionably was 
responsible for the first order to 
retire. Kluck and Hausen _ assail 


as having influenced Hensch 
og later Moltke and precipitately 
forced the general retirement, when 
both were still winning their bat- 
tles. Moltke took Bulow’s view and 
placed Kluck under Bulow’s ord- 
ers. But on September 14 Moltke 
disappears, replaced by Falkenhayn 
and the Kiuck view as. re-estab- 
lished, the view that the battle 
was lost tDbecause the retreat was 
ordered before it was necessary. 


Moltke Delays 


Issuing Orders. 

However, there is eme fact perti- 
nent, the definition piercing of the 
German lines, the permanent sep- 
aration of Kluck from Bulow was 
only narrowly avoided as it was, 
by the arrival of the seventh Ger- 
man army at the Aisne. It was 
touch and go for days whether the 
German army, that is the whole 
host could hang on,at the Aisne or 
would have to retife to the Meuse, 


to the frontier. French critics be- 
lieve Bulow was right and that he 
saved the German army from com- 
plete disaster. On the whole. Ger- 
man critics incline to the oppo- 
site view, obviously because it en- 
ables them to escape the admission, 
that they were actually beaten at 
the Marne, instead of deprived of 
victory by the mistake of an army 
commander, a mistake adopted by 
the supreme commander under the 
emperor. 

As for Moltke, on September 9, 
when he heard of the beginning of 
a retirement, he made preparations 
to issue a general order, but the 
next day postponed the issue while 
he made a tour of the front. He 
still hoped that what had been lost 
in the west might be regained in 
the east. But on September i1, his 
order finally emerged. the order 
for the retirement which took a! 
the German armies back on a line 
from the Oise to the Meuse and

|} Hindenburg Gives 
Theory. 


Hindenburg canvasses the causes 
of the defeat in his book with his 
characteristic calm. He asserts that 


no one cause explains “the trans- 
actions which proved so fateful for 
us in the So-called ‘Battle of the 
Marne.’” A whole series of events 
were responsible “for our un- 
doing.” ' 

Among these he enumerates (1) 
“the watering down” of the origi- 
nal conception of deploying througn 
Belgium with a strong right wing. 
The reference is obviously to the 
transfer of troops eastward, whicn 
he criticises elsewhere. (2) The 
fact that the left wing, in Lorraine, 
which had been made too stron, 
allowed itself to “be firmly held, 
which is an obvious euphemism for 
saying that they lost the battle of 
the Gap of Charmes and the bat- 
tle of Naney, after winning that of 
Morhange, or of Metz, as the Ger- 
mang say. (3) Ignorance of the 
peril of Paris, that ig failure to 
foresee Joffre's maneuver in creat- 
ing Maunoury’s sixth army. (4) In- 
sufficient control] of the movement 
of the armies by the hizh command, 
that is by Moltke. (5) Perhaps. 
also, the fact that at the critical 
moment of the battle certain subor- 
dinate commandg were not in close 
enough touch with a general situa- 
tion. not in itself unfavorable. 
Hindenburg, then, inclines to the 
anti-Moltke view, but obviously has 
no sympathy for Kluck’s disobedi- 
ence, which presently cost the lat- 


ter his high command and took 
him out of the war altogether. Uin- 
denburg has on! praise. for the 
original eondenson:. the advance 
through Belgium “unquestionably 
the right one.” But he does nt seek 
to minimize the importance of the 
Marne itself. Bernhardi, on hie 
part, maintains that th Marne 
might have been strategically and 
tactically decisive, but for the 
“ransfer of troops. as | have said. 
and remarks erimly. “Instead we 
transferred a number of army corps 
‘rom the western to the eastern 
‘heater and tlost our chance of 
2 decision order to save a 
province.” 

Old Von Tirpitz. sitting in Luxem- 
herg when the thing happened and 


writing it down in his diary. lays 
all the blame to Kluck at the out- 


set. “wanted all the glorv for them- 
selves. the firet army. and had not 
sufficient reeard for the whole sit- 


in 


| Later he inclines toe the 
‘view and laments that Moltke 
rrongly advised, “when we had 
it all in our hands once: “But otd 
Tirpitz, as usual, saw the fact 
squarely; he knew what the Marne 
meant; hé@é saw Moltke in‘ collapse 
and grimly recorded that ‘the rains 
are trailing on the ground,” and ‘all 
our sacrifices have been for noth- 
ing. For Luadendorff, the result 
was ‘nothing less than a fatality.’” 
Bernstorff, far off in Washington, 
at the moment, writes after the 
event that the news of the Marne 


convinced him that there would 
have to be a different kind of peace 
made from that which he had look- 
ed for in the first days. 


How Far Must 
Views Be Modified? 


Turning now for a moment to¢ the 
final question: How far must we 
modify our old views as to the 
Marne, now that the German side 
of the case supported by the Ger- 
man testimony is presented? Mainly 
it would seem in the direction of 
assigning to the Paris phase great- 
er importance and to the share-of 
Gallieni higher praise. It was Gal- 
lieni who saw first the full extent 
of Kluck’s verture and the oppor- 
tunity which it provided. He per- 
suaded Joffre to fight at the Marne, 
to seize the opportunity, and he had 
hard work persuading the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Moreover, an important fact, 
Maunoury has been criticised in the 
past as having acted too quickly, 
but if he had delayed his thrust, 
as certain British authorities sug- 
gest, Kluck, obeying his orders tar- 
dily, would have got his troops back 
before the battle of the Oatea be- 
gan. it remains true that Mansury’s 
army did not realize Gallieni’s hope, 
adopted by Joffre. It did not out- 
‘lank and roll up Kluck and his 
neighbors. But it did force Kluck 
to ope~ +> vap on his left to pro- 
tect his right. and the gap was in 
the end the fatal circumstance of 
the battle. Obviously, from the 
frerman point of view. the decisive 
Phase of the battle o-. the. Marne 
was the fight at the Oureq and 
Maunoury. and not Foch, did the 
fatal damage. 

As to the British share, the Ger- 
man evidence: hardly-help< the. Brit- 
ish case. Field Marshal] French had 
oniv cavalrv. with slight infantry 
stiffening before him from. Sep- 
tember 6 to 10, that is to the end of 
tT’ hattle. vet his advance was ex- 
cessively slow and the slowness just 


enabled the Germans to close the 


gap, bringing up troops from Mau- 
beuge, from Belxium and from Lor- 
aine in the days when the battle of 
the Marne had melted into the battle 
of the Aisne. Of all the allied ar- 
mies at the Marne. the British was 
the only force which was never en- 
gaged to the utmost and fts losses 
were insignificant. compared with 
those of any French army. or with 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien’s losses in 
his own corps at Cambrai, or Le 
Cateau as that Dattle now 
named, 

The British army did, however. 
penetrate the gap, orratherthe gap 
was opened directly in front of them, 
by Kluck's response to Maunoury’s 
thrust out from Paris. Its passage 
of the Marne on the morning of Sep- 
tember 9 was the signal for the 
issue of Bulow’s order to retreat, 
which was the first step in the se- 
quence which led to the general re- 
treat. Thus, it is clear that the 
value of the British contribution to 
the victory of the Marne was con- 
siderable, in fact, not only were 
the Germans actually outnumbered, 
particularly at the decisive point. 
that is, on the Paris flank. but it 
was the British expeditionary army 
which gave Joffre his numerical ad- 
vantage. Had the British force been 
handled as well as the armies of 
Foch or Maunoury, or, for that mat- 
ter, of D’Esperey, it is almost out 
of question that the German retreat 
would have not stopped short of the 
frontier. But Sir John French, in 
contrast to his ramy, had not re- 
covered from the shock of Mons and 
the strain of the great retreat. 

In sum, in the light of German 
eVidence it was Kluck who lost the 
battle of the Marne by his rash dip 
south of the Marne, although even 
this adventure might not have been 


fatal, if the kaiser had not insisted 
on ending two corps and a half to 
the east just as the German armies 
passed from Belgium to France. Or, 
if your prefer, it was Bulow who 
cost the kaiser his throne and Ger- 
many her place in the sun. by order- 
ing a retreat before the last mo- 
ment, because he overestimated the 
dangers incident to the opening of 
the gap between his army and that 
of Kluck, due to Kluck’s reckless- 
ness. 


Moltke Retired 


In Disgrace. . , 

Of the German officers most 
closely “connected with the battle. 
Moltke retired in disgrace on the 


is 


afternoon of September 14. althotrh 
the fact was concealed for many 


months. He died a little later, 
heartbroken. Kluck was removed 
some months after the Marne, per- 
haps because of a wound, but he 
never got back. Hausen disappeared 
at once. Bulow continued for much 
of the war but never attained any 
very great distinction. This state- 
ment. is, in itself, significant, it 
shows the final judgment passed on 
those responsible. And now, after 
seven years. with the complete evi- 
dence jin hard, the extent of the 
M-rne victory can be appraised. It 
was not Jena nor yet Sedan, it was 
not Auesterlitz ntch less Waterloo, 
but it was a battle of arrest like 
Chatons, like Tours, like Valmy, 
like our own Gettysburg, it check- 
ed the invader, deprived him of ail 
his initial advantage, condemned 
him to a defensive in the west from 
which he never fully escaped, save 
for the brief months in 1918, when 
Russia had disappeared and Amer- 
ica not yet arrived. Following the 
Marne the siege of Germany began 
and this siege never ended until the 
armistice of Rethondes terminated 
the conflict by the surrender of the 
beleaguered nation. 

From the first battle of the Marne 
Germany never recovered, {t was a 
mortal wound. which if it did not 
kill immediately, was not less fatal, 
in the end. Therefore, each succes- 
Sive observance of the anniversary 
will gain new importance as the 
years bring fuller appreciation of 
what the Marne meant in human 
history. And now, with the werld 
war over and becomes history the 
first Marne still remains in all ways 
the biggest battle of which we have 
any record.

of some accounts when it is advis- 
able to bring suit. The credit man 
should not hesitate to take such 
action upon these occasions. Unfor- 
tunately there is a type of debtor 
who will not answer letters or give 
the credit man any satisfaction 
whatsoever. The credit man calls 
the debtor on the telephone or pays 
him a personal visit, but the best 
he can obtain is a promise to pay 
later, which is not fulfilled. 

To postpone placing the account 
in the hands of an attorney in 
these circumstances is very unwise. 
These debtors are hardened and 
pay Only when compelled to do so. 
One debtor who was chronically 
slow pay said in a boastful way he 
made his creditors wait for their 
money until they gave their ac- 
counts to an attorney, for he found 
that he was able in this manner to 
get four and five months’ extra 
time. 

The customer who !s in the habit 
of making unjust claims should be 
sued if he will not pay, providing 
the amount involved warrants tak- 
ing the matter into court. The in- 
ety of business demands that 
principle shall not be compromised. 
Sharp practice would become dan- 
gerous and undermine. the credit 
structure were it permitted to 
grow. It requires only the un-

and has not given these requests 
any ‘consideration. If subsequent 
to placing the account in the hands 
of an attorney the debtor calls a 
meeting of his creditors, the credit 
man who has taken legal action 
against the debtor should co-oper- 
ate to the fullest extent in liqui- 
dating the affairs of the involved 
merchant to the best interest of all 
concerned, 

Don’t fail to recognize the fact 
there is a time when suit is in or- 
der, and act promptly.

A credit man would not be likely 
to delve intd business records ot 
colonial days to learn how to write 
effective collection letters, says The 
Credit Monthly, but a searcher of 
such records might be well repaid 
for his time. 

The Credit Monthly relates that 
George W. Gardiner, one of the New 
England directors of the National 
Association of Credit Men, was fre- 
cently burrowing into the business 
literature of the early days of 
America, There, to his surprise, he 
found some letters of John Hull, 
who at one time was a selectman of 
Boston and at another time was 
mint master and treasurer of the 
colony of Massachusetts, 

From the following letter it ap- 
pears that Mr. Hull was trying to 
collect some debts of long standing, 
one of them from a minister of the 
gospel: 

“Mr. Joseph Butler, 1672: I cannot 
but wonder that you should have so 
much care to rlin into my debt, and 
go little conscience to pay. John 
Plumbe hath not paid me much; but 
you not anything. You know you 
had very good goods of me, to the 
value of above three hundred and 
thirty pounds; and I have your bond, 
under seal, to have paid me the 
whole by June last twelve month, 
which time is now past about 
eighteen months: and it is but 
strange what you think of such ac- 
tions... You cannot be so stupid gs 
to forget your obligations, or to 
think this is a way to help you by

business is gradually getting back 
to a safe basis. Our county will 
probably make about 15,000 bales 
this year against around 36,000 in 
1920. I1t seems that cotton should 
go higher, asall underlving condi- 
tions point that way. We expect a 
good business this fall.” 

E. W. Adams,.of Adams Brothers, 
Mansfield, Ga. * 


“We find in this section the gen- 
eral business conditions to be grad- 
uaily impraving. While the cotton 
from the new crop has not yet be- 
gun to move, the farmers are 
storing in their barns a lot of hay. 
fodder, and, in fact, all kinds of 
feed. 

“We see no reason why, when 
cotton begins to move, trade will 
not be flourishing again. We all 
love to think of those good old days 
of @ year or two ago when business 
was good and money plentiful—and 
w..cn we all felt we were about 
ready to retire. 

“After all, such times are not best 
for us; we need setbacks occasion- 
ally in ordegy that we may learn to 
keep our heads. When conditions 
are too good we are apt to forget 
ourselves—to lose our heads—and 
we get careless in our - business 
dealings. 

“We believe another good wave 
of prosperity is on the way, and 


that merchandise is going to be 

short just when we need it the most. 

However, it is not advisable to over- 

stock. We must uSe our heads as 
never before.”

“Our county (Oglethorpe) is pure- 
ly .an agricultural county. Last 
year we made a good crop of most 
everything planted, boll weevils ap- 
pearing late did only slight damage. 
The cotton crop was almost univer- 
sally held, and a large part sold 
during the summer at very low 
prices’ Few of the last year’s obli- 
gations were paid,.even for.making 
the crop, and then debts made by 
the people for high-priced land, 
mules and other things have cast a 
gloom over the people, from -which 
it will take time to recover. 

“We have the prospect of about 
40 per cent of a ten years’ average 
cotton crop, which has been made 
at as low cost as was posstble to do, 

“All business meh have = suffered 
in consequence of these conditions, 
but are working hard, and, with 
the price that cotton is most sure 
to sel! for, will pay ‘this year’s 
debts and some older ones. Farm- 
ers have not lost heart, but are 
now planning for the change that 
will have to be made on account of 
discontinuing cotton, 

“On the whole, we look for these 
changes t-. soon put us in better 
condition than prevailed in times 
of long credit and all sotton.” 

John W. Smith, Hogansville Hard- 
ware Company, Hogansaville, Ga. 
“This year’s crop in this section 

has been made very cheaply, but it 

is a very short crop, due to dry 
weather in mid-summer and the bol] 
weevil is still getting in his work. 

It will take most of this year's 

crop to pay the expense of making 

it, so the outlook for cleaning up 
back indebtedness is not too prom- 
ising. 

“Business naturally cannot show 
a very great improvement in the 
near futures but the farmer, the 
merchant and the banker here are 
working together—and working 
hard—to get back on a right basis, 
and when we have worked out our 
problems we will be in better shape 
than ever. 

“It may take another twelve 
months to put us where. we are 
headed for. but there is confidence 
in the citizens here among all 
classes. and the will to drive 
through and the increase in the 
rice of cotton has given them all 
more heart. There is a much better 
feeling in all circles since the price 
Legan to xo up. 


Salesmen Should 
Not Talk About 


Others’ Business 


Gossip About Competitors 
Causes Customer to Lose 
Confidence—Kills Sales. 


Credit matters should be held in 
strict confidence by salesmen, who 
should be educated to a realization 
of this fact. \ When they get to- 


gether on the train or in the lobby 
of the hotel, salesmen are inclined 
to talk freely, and often the infor- 
mation permitted to slip results in 
serious consequences, says The Phil- 
adelphia Public Ledger. 

The worst offense, however, is 
when a salesman talks to a cus- 
tomer about the standing of another 
customer in the same community. 
He thinks, perhaps, that by furnish- 
ing information to the ‘customer 
about a competitor he is gaining the 
customer's confidence, but his 
words have the opposite effect, for 
the customer undoubtedly comes to 
the conclusion that the salesman is 
not dependable. 

Good accounts have been lost by 
reason of‘injudicious remarks by a 
salesman. Often he does not have 
complete details and exaggerates 
matters, and as a result an injustice 
is done to the business men whose 
affairs are being discussed. There 
is only one legitimate channel 
through which. credit information 
should pass, and that is the credit 
department. 

The following statement, made to 
a credit manager by a customer, 


-bears on this.question: 


“T have never heard a representa- 
tive from your house make any re- 
mark that would reflect on the 
credit standing of any of my com- 
petitors, but a salesmen from an- 
other firm recently said he under- 
stood Doe & Co. were very slow 
pay, and that he had been ordered 
to solicit no further business from 
them. ‘He is continually passing on 
to me information of this nature, 
and I have lost’ confidence. I feel 
he is likely to talk. to others on 
matters regarding my business that 
should be held in confidence.

“For instance, he knewl was esti- 
mating on a large contract, and that 
I was the only contractor who had 
the plans. and I was much afraid 
he would advise other contractors 
about the job. 

“I told this man not to call on me 
any more, as I had decided to give 
him no further business.” 

Credit 1s linked very closely with 
salies and the salesman is as much 
Obligated to carry out credit ethics 
as the credit manager is to put 
forth every effort:to build sales.

afternoon recently when a Ietter 
from one of our customers was 
placed before me, It was a bill for 
making seven gowns for seven of 
our chorus beauties—and what do 
you suppose the cost of each frock 
was? . 
They averaged $500 each. And 
these were made for beauties of the 
choius, mind you, not for principals 
in the cast. Gowns for the latter 
often run to twice as much as the 
figure mentioned 

This will strike the average man 
and woman as a good deal to pay 
for a single garment. It’s an ex- 
pensive pace. No one knows that 
better than a theatrical producer. 
But it is necessary because the 
American public has come to de- 
mand great things from the »deau- 
ties of the ctage in the way of stun. 
ning gowns It is not too much to 
say that the chorus beauty, to a 
large extent, dictates the styles 
and modes in clothing, hairdress, 
millinery and many other things to 
women in every state in the union. 

The interesting part about all 
this is that it is a comparatively 
recent development. Fifteen years 
ago it wasn’t so. Then it was the 
society women of the country who 
jnid down the law of what’s what 
in feminine dress. They got their 
ideas almost from Paris, and froin 
Palm Beach, Newport, Virginia Hot 
Springs and other nationally fre- 
quented resorts, they imposed the: 
on the public. 

But the beauty chorus jumped 
into competition about 1907, and 
since then it has completely van- 
quished the smart set. Indeed, sv- 
ciety itself now copies what the 
siage beauty sets as a mode. 


How Short 
Skirts Originated. 


{| suppose that most people do not 
realize that the present-day short 
skirts, which women, young and old, 
affect, started in the chorus. For a 
long time it was easy to blame 
everything on the war, whether it 
was a defective flue or a poor s6a- 
son for mushrooms, but when I say 
that the present-day short skirts are 
due to the war, I speak truly. And 
this is how it came about. In Paris, 
in the latter days of 1916, material 
for women’s clothes became very 
expensive and hard to get, with 
the result that every woman, al- 
ready economizing in astounding 
ways, added another sacrifice to 
her list—she used less material in 
ber frocks. 

But it was left for an enterpris- 
ing theatrical manager to grasp the 
opportunity and make of the depri- 
vation a sweeping fashion success. 
That winter he brought out a new 
revue, in which the entire beauty 
chorus appeared as_ attractively 
gowned as before, but every girl’s 
skirt was so short that even Paris 
gasped a little at 80 radical a 
change in the mode. 

Here was an example of a con: 
pletely utilitarian determination of 
style. Frocks made in this manner 
economized in several yards of valu- 
able material They were also 
more comfortable than their tight. 
ankleclinging precedent, and had 
the added charm of being something 


absolutely new. So, at a time when : 


the world was wringing its hands 
and trying to take interest in some- 
thing other than war-office reports, 
the short skirts slipped into the 
affections and wardrobe of every 
well-gowned woman in Paris. Of 
course, it spread to London, and 
thence to New York, very rapidly, 
and soon acquired universal accept- 
ance. 


Now, it is not my business to 
dictate what will be the new mode, 
but already the next catch is en the 
way. The gowns of the Follies this 
season have been made long and 
full in the skirt. I venture to pre- 
dict that in a few’months all the 
world of fashionable women will 


have adopted the new mode, and 


we shall never have another case 
of the chorus beauty dictating the 
style to the country. 


The Work of 


Fixing the Styles. 

I think it will interest you to 
know how it is that the most gor- 
geous dress creations of the stage 
are brought into being We do not 
simply turn a dressmaker loose on 
a batch of girls. A far more elab- 
orate process is necessary. 

In the first place, the theatrical 
producer summons to his sanctum 
his scene artist, the director, a rep- 
resentative from a well-known mil- 
linery salon, together with modistes 
from chosen dressmaking establish- 
ments. This is as important and 
as imypressive as a bank president's 
conference with his directors. With 
an artist to present their plans as 
they are conceived, these style- 
princes go into executive sessioa 
and map out a plan for exactly what 
gowns, hats, stockings and footwear 
are needed for each member of each 
scene. Sometimes the modiste is 
responsible for the way the shonl- 
der strap is fastened, or the fur 
cloak fastened, and sometimes the 
nature of the scene determines 
these things, as in Oriental scenes. 
But in every instance it mugt be 
remembered that the players are 
thrown against an elaborate back- 
ground of exaggerated color and 
line arrangement, and the costumés 
must be made to fit the ensemble, 
beth in color and in silhouette. 


The Importance 
Of Colors. 


This alignment of calor is, there- 
fore, much discussed at the confer- 
ence of the manager and his hench- 
men, for it is well understood that 
here fashion is born, and the styles 
for thousands of smartly dressed 
women from -Maine to California 
established Before the importance 
of color contrasts was thoroughly 
understood in this countrf¥ some 
absurd effects were seen on the 
American staze. 

I well recall one elaborate pro- 
duction, which I shall not mention, 
in which the leading lady—a per- 
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son of considerable temperament --- 


insisted upon wearing a beautiful 
scarlet evening gown in a bedroom 
of pale blue. The stage lights ac- 
centuated the red gown so acutely 
that the poor lady stood out of the 
set with a ghastly persistency 
which all but lost her her beauty 
fame. 


In my own case, after the same 
artist and the director have com- 
pleted their plans, I personally go 
over each costume and give it my 
final disapproval or O. K. It is no 
exaggeration to say that the chorus 
of the Follies today would present 
as beautifully gowned an agssort- 
ment of women as the smarteat 
drawing rooms of the world’s most 
famous hostesses.

Already this year 
there is a chorus beauty in New 
York who elects to wear her pretty 
locks down her back.

Some time ago he caused a stir 
among the members of his congre- 
gation when he deciared:

“A marriage is founded for affec- 
tion of two persons for each other.

Mrs. Lydig first 
came into the public eye in 1895 at 
the age of 16. She was then Miss 
Rita Hernandez de Alba de Costa, 
an impulsive daughter of Spanish- 
Cuban parents. Her marriage at 
that time to Stokes, the millionaire, 
proved quite a mild sensation. 


Divorced From Stokes. 


The romance with the millionaire 
lasted five years. In 1900 she ob- 
tained a divoree from Stokes, and 
a son, W. E. D. Stokes, Jr., was 
awarded to her. She was granted 
alimony of $12,000 a year, with the 
provision that it be canceled should 
she remarry. Later the divorced 
woman voluntarily returned the 
boy to the custody of his father. 

Then, on February 5, 1902, so- 
ciety was again interested by the 
news that she had married Philip 
Lydig. The ceremony, held in the 
Grace church chancery, came as a 


complete surprise, especially since — 


Mrs. Lydig was known to be a de- 
vout Catholic. For time it was 
reported she would go to Rome for 
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a dispensation from the pope, but 
this plan was abandoned.

Major Lydig left for Russia to take 
charge of the American ambulance 
there, and his wife plunged into 
war work. 

It was in 1917 that she stirred all 
classes of society when she declar- 
ed that civilization in this country 
was menaced by drugs, that one 
out of every ten persons was an 
addict. She went so far as to say 
that many of her “charming friend=” 
were marked by this curse. She 
implored that society be less brutal 
with the unfortunates. She made 
this statement before a legislative 
committee investigating the drug 
traffic. 

In 1919 she went to Paris, and 
there obtained a decree of divorce 
against her husband, then a major 
in the army. Her charge was in- 
compatibility. 

HM the career of Mrs. Lydig has 
been colorful, not a whit less so is 
that of Dr. Percy Stickney Grant. 
He was born in Boston in 1860, and 
was graduated from Harvard uni- 
versity in 1883. Three years later 
he was ordained a deason, and a 
year after that he became a priest. 

His first assignment was ‘to St. 
Mark’s Episcopal church, Fall River, 
Mass.,‘ and it was not long before 
his striking sermons began to at- 
tract nation-wide attention. He 
first set his lance against the Y. 
the M. C. A., cali@@ it “narrow is 
scope,” and said that he would like 
It to see poolrooms, card tables and 
other outlets for boyish enthusiasm 
in every “Y” in the country. 
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When he was offered the pulpit 
of Ascension church, Fifth avenue 
and Bleventh street, he declared 
that he could not accept unless the 
pews that were rented at $17,000 a 
year were opened without charge. 
In this he scored a signal victory, 
and the pews were thrown open 
without rental. 

Champions Cause of Strikers. 

He mixed in politics long enough 
to advocate Roosevelt for governor 
of New York in 1898, and he ex- 
coriated the rule of Tammany Hall 
in a vigorous campaign. 

He left the parlors of society, 
where he was a favorite, and cham- 
pioned the strikers in a big textile 
tieup at Lawrence, Mass., in 1K2, 
with views so liveral that he was 
accused of being a socialist. 

He never failed to plead for free 
speech, and his slogan was, “You 
cannot change a man’s thoughts 
until you know what he is thinking 
about.” His Sunday night classes 
became famous. 

In 1900 he visited Manila as a 
secretary to the Rev. Henry C. Pot- 
ter. Dr. Grant took the trip be- 
cause he was keenly interested in 
spreading the Episcopal faith in the 
United States possessions. 

Dr. Grant was vitally interested 
in’ civic affairs and was an advo- 
cate of an “all-woman’s’” court, 
where female offenders might be 
given a second chance in life. 

For years he pleaded for more 
liberal divorce laws, never thinking 
at the time that the divorce ques- 
ticn would play such an important 
role in his own affairs.

A ee ib tree of drought and heat ial 
dom equaled during the lifetime of 
the oldest amateur weather ob- 
server has recently had “the world” 
in its grip, according to statements 
that. have appeared over and over 
again during the last few months; 
and scores of theories have been 
advanced to account for this “world- 
wide” condition. That the altered 
weather situation was not so gen- 
eral as has been assumed and that 
it was less a case of undersupply 
than under-distribution-—to use 
marketing phrases—is brought out 
in the following bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic society. 


“Because we are most familiar 
with North America and Europe and 
receive the vast majority of our 
telegraphic dispatches from places 
on those two continents, we more 
or less naturally fall into the error 
of considering American and Euro- 
pean conditions to be typical of 
world ccnditions,” says the bulletin.

“This is true of the etal * s 
warm and dry weather that has 
been experienced during the past 
two or three months, probably over 
the middle latitudes of the entire 
northern hemisphere, but which we 
certainly know to have been preva- 
lent only in a part of that region. 
Warmer in Alaska and Canada. 
“The United States weather bu- 
reau receives reports from locali- 
ties spread over as great an area 
as that covered by any other mete- 
orological agency, yet its operations 
are confined almost entirely to the 
northern hemisphere. And _ since 
the outbreak of the world war the 
bureau's reports do not cover either 
European Russia or Siberia, which 
together make up nearly a half of 
the continental land rim about the 
North Pole. We definitely know, 
however, that the present summer 
has been somewhat warmer than 
usual in Alaska; that the heat and 
dryness in the United States east 
of the Rockies and north of the 
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southern states has been more pro- 
nounced than usual; and that the 
same factors have raised the aver- 
age temperature in Canada ‘and 
ripeped the crops earlier than 
usual. Because of heat, and pos- 


sibly thinner ice, bergs have been — 


more numerous than usual in the 
North Atlantic; Englapd has suf- 
fered from a drought which has 
made dangerous inroads into the 
London water supply; and the heat 
:as been oppressive in many parts 
of Europe, the mercury even rising 
much higher than usual in parts of 
Switzerland. Doubtless the famine 
in southeastern Russia is also in 
part due to an abnormal period of 
heat and drought. 

“The immediate cause of the 
warmer and dryer weather in the 


‘ parts of the northern hemisphere 


with which we are most familiar is 
a temporary shifting of the belts 
of high and low barometric pres- 
sure northward from their usual 
locations. It can hardly be said 


- the weather 


that the northern hemisphere as a 
whole is experiencing any different 
weather than tsual. Rather, it 
might be said that we are getting 
that belongs to the 
south of us, while our own normal 
weather has gone to minister to 
the Eskimos. 
‘Lows’ Like Giant Stirring Spoon. 

“These areas of high and low 
pressure play an all-important part 
in furnishing the world with its 
weather. Ordinarily these locations, 
if they are relatively stationary, 
and their paths, if they move are 
pretty well Known. The ‘highs,’ 
roughly, mean _ stagnation; thev 
mark the ‘horse latitudes’ of the us 
mariners—regions of calm and 
light, shifting, undependable winds. 
The ‘lows,’ on the other hand, may 
be. considered the great ladles with 
which Nature stirs her weather 
brew. 

“Usually in the summer ‘a. suc- 
cession of ‘lows’ form over interior 
Alaska} drift down ‘east of the 
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Rockies, traverse the northern part 
of the United States and passes 
from the continent down the 
In their pats 
these ‘lows’ usually leave changes 
in wind direction, 
ature, and perhaps rain. 
disturbers of the status quo.

usually stand like sentinels off the 
middle Pacific and Atlantic shores, 
and herd the drifting ‘lows’ to the 
northward at arm’s length.

“This, summer the North Atlantic

turbances that are counted upon to 
stir up the weather perjodically in 
the’ northern states recently have 
not drifted as far south as the

Canadian border, and when they 
have advanced so far have seemed 
St: to bounce off as though a weather 
wall had been set up along the 
boundary. On the other side of the 
Atlantic the disturbance which 
usually crossed England and souti- 
ern and central Europe. have been 
shifted off to the north of Norway. 
Doubtless the rains which should 
have watered our northern states 
and the ‘Tight Little Isle’ have fal- 
len in the muskegs about Hudson 
Bay, on Greenland’s icy mountains, 
and on the frozen wastes north of 
Europe and Siberia, where the mid- 
night sun is shining. 

“What has caused the _ north- 
ward shifting of the pressure belts 
that has given us our abnormal 
summer is a question about which 
scientists, in the absence of full 
data, can only conjecture. Possibly 
the secret lies in the southern 
hemisphere, from which practically 
no meteorological reports are avail- 
able. It will be only when the

that this and other abstruse weathi- 
er problems can be fully solved.”

HERE are two Indias—India, the land of 
English money, and India, the land of mir- 
acies! 

India eun-struck, dry and barren and inactive 
under a terrific heat, and India of 6,000,000 Sha- 
dus—religious mendicants who turn their very 
inactivity into a lust for the Lord Shiva that 
beggers description! For what white man hasn’t 
fet Shiva in Benares? Shiva, naked, lost in per- 
petual meditation, creating and destroying worlds 
as he breathes in and out, or riding an old white 
bull down a jane of an evening With Kali by his 


side! 

India dead and starving—and the India of 
Krishna, the world’s deepest lover, playing his 
flute at Bindaban and charming a score of milk- 
maids at once; Krishna who with his beloved 
music lured his many sweethearts down the 
stream in which they were bathing and then stole 
back and bundled their clothes up a tree, and then 
said, “Come to Me with your arms above your 
heads, for I am your Lord, and shame! that you 
feel shame before me!” Krishna who appeared as 
a thousand Krishnas at once to every milkmaid! 

“Yours is a land of beautiful myths,” I said to 
one old Hindu who was sitting almost naked be- 
fore the Burning Ghaut at Benares. 

He looked me strangely in the eye, and for two 
moments I actually saw a hundred of the same 
man. I believe the Krishna story now. 

Many persons do not believe mine. 

I was duped. 

But how about the account in the Bnglish 
atatesman of the Yogi who walked across the 
Ganges! Less than two years ago he was making 
for a certain temple near Calcutta. He had 
come from the Howrah direction and had gone 
down to the Ganges to bathe. To reach the 
temple, which was on the Calcutta side, he would 
have had to have gone back a little and crossed 
over the Howrah Bridge and then into Calcutta 
and to the temple. i 

Instead of doing this which would have made 
his path out of the way, he walked straight across

the water to the temple in full view of thousands ° 


of people! Englishmen do not believe in miracles 
but they are forced to report facts in their pa- 
pers, 

Twice during 1920 in two different reputable 
English mewspapers there have appeared ac- 
counts of two different Yogis, both of whom 
have rendered a whole railroad train unable to 
move, simply by looking at the engine! 

In one case the Yogi was without a ticket. 
Formerly all Shadus were allowed the priviledze 
of riding free in order that they might reach the 
various places of pilgrimage. But money talks 
in India now, not God. 

So the Yogi was put off by the guard. The 
train refused to budge! 

For fifteen minutes the engineer fooled around 
with it. Then it was decided to take the ome en- 
sine off and put another on. This was done, 
but still the train would not go. The crew was 
dumbfounded. 

Then the native passengers pointed out the 
Shadu who out of one large eye and one small 
one was staring at the engine. 

The guard politely asked the Yogi to come in 
and ride. And the train moved off! 

Dreams of a reporter? No. Facts, more inter- 
esting than any hypothetical narrative. 

Homer Daduina, a prominent Bombay business 
man and a prosaic Parsi, brought a Yogi to New 
York City in 1920 who startled medical men by 
exhibiting a complete control over every organ of 
his body! He could swell one lung to thrice the 
size of the other, he could and actually did re- 
move his intestinal tract and tie it in a knot, he 
could make electricity spring from his fingers, 
and stop his breath! 

There was one Yogi in Europe and scores in 
Tndia who have allowed themselves to be buried 
alive for days and months, and survived. Grass 
~ and flowers have been planted over their graves, 
suards have been kept day and night to see that 
there was no chance for trickery, and then after 
the stipulated period the Shadus have been dug 
up and perhaps reawakened by a litthe massaging! 

Writes Mrs. Annie Besant in an article in the 
Leicester Post of May 8, 1914: “The ordinary 
wonder-worker in India * ~ * has two chief ways 
of working * * * an Indian lately caused very small 
objects to come to him along the read in front ofa 
group of my personal friends. A sceptical friend 
put down a rupee, taking it out of his pocket, 
and saw it slowly wriggle itself along the ground 
to the beckoning hand of the magician.” 

On another occasion Mrs. Besant threw three 
watches wrapped in a strip of cotton into a well 
in the backyard in broad daylight, the man, naked 
to the waist, being guarded by some of the party. 
“He raised one big bare arm in the air above his

She then gives details of the method of work- 
ing: “The vibratory wave is directed against the 
victim and he dies. A servant of my own, a 
strong, healthy young fellow, fell a victim to this 
nefarious art. He had taken the place of a dfr- 
charged servant who vowed to do him injury. 
One morning he suddenly complained of feeling 
sick, and sat down; there was a violent rush of 
blood from his nose; ‘he fell back and was dead 
in twenty minutes, before the doctor we sent for 
had arrived. The doctor could give no explanation. 


“From the nature of the death, we concluded it 
was a ‘murder by magic’ and, later, the performer 
went to the bereaved father—the vietim was an 
only son—and confessed with many tears that the 
murder was his own work, but pleaded that he 
did not know against whom his murderous work 
was directed. The heartbroken father—who never 
recovered from the shock—forgave him, with the 
solid belief in divine law which is characteristic 
of the Indian.” 

There is a well known Yogi in Bombay to-day 
who performs these tricks for money, money 
which he has in turn to give away, he says, or 
else lose his power. Among other powers, he has 
acquired the faculty of allowing automobiles to 
run over his body without squashing him, a trick 
which it would pay pedestrian New Yorkers to 
master. : 

There are Indian wrestlers so strong (mentally 
or physically) that by grasping a rope, the other 
end of which is fastened to the rear axle of an 
automobile, they can absolutely prevent the car 
from moving! 

Dr. Honigberger in Leeds Mercury tells how 
when he was travelling in India he visited the 
palace of Runjit Singh when a fakir was being 
wrapped in linen, sealed, placed in a chest which 
was locked and buried; the soil sown with bariey, 
the place enclosed by 4 wall, guarded by sentinels 
night and day, and dug up after forty days to find 
the Shadu in the same position and alive again 
after considerable kneding! 


How Bevahari Baba, that saint who sat naked 


at Benares on the Ganges bank without head: cov- 
ering in hottest summer or clothes in the coldest 
winter, visualized and foretold the end of the 
‘Boer war to a white friend of his, is an old story. 
Bevahari Baba actually could see any event tiat 
was happening anywhere in the world that he 
wanted to see. .

Viceroy by stepping on to his boat and going into 
the middle of the Ganges and there, placing two 
swords on the déck, the Viceroy’s precious one and

rately and faithfully reported. Then after restor- 
ing the valuable sword to its perturbed owner, the 
Hinlu disappeared only to be found later in his ac- 
customed place where the party of Englishmen 
had first talked with him! :
